Lack of places has left one Kingston family unable to send their kids to school for a month

THE borough’s school place cri¬ 
sis has hit home for one Kingston 
family whose children have not 
been able to attend classes for a 
month because there is no space 
for them in nearby schools. 

Nazish and Mohammad Usman, 
and their two children Moham¬ 
mad Umar, nine, and Abdullah, 
five, were moved from Germany 
to Kingston by the Army at the 
beginning of the month when Mr 
Usman was diagnosed with lupus 
and lymphatic cancer. 

The family informed Kingston 
Council in December that they 
were moving for Mr Usman’s 
treatment, but the authority 
could not find a school place near 
their home. 

Mr Usman, an IT officer at the 
Army’s Paderborn base, is unable 
to look after the children because 
of his illness and Mrs Usman 
is worried she will lose her job 


as a teacher at Teddington Day 
Nursery. 

She said: “I can’t leave the chil¬ 
dren at home. We can’t afford 
to home school them or have a 
childminder come in. Legally my 
children have to go to school. We 
were offered a places at different 
schools 
in New 
Malden 
but [it was 
too far 
away] and 
I don’t 
drive. We 
live so 
close to 
so many 
schools. 

“I feel completely trapped.” 

The National Union of Teach¬ 
ers has said the Government’s 
free schools policy has taken pow¬ 
er away from councils. A spokes¬ 
man said: “The solution to the 
school place crisis is to give local 
authorities back the legal powers 
they need to plan and provide 
enough school places in their lo¬ 
cal areas and for the Government 


to provide sufficient funding to 
enable them to do so.” 

The Usmans live less than half- 
a-mile from Latchmere, St Luke’s 
and Fern Hill primary schools, 
and are within walking distance 
of another three. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry 
said: “There 
is no ques¬ 
tion that we 
need new pri¬ 
mary schools 
in Kingston 
and Surbi¬ 
ton. I have 
been around 
Kingston 
and Surbiton 
with the head of the Education 
Funding Agency (EFA) to identify 
sites for a new school. The prob¬ 
lem with starting in the middle 
of the school year is that schools 
are funded on a per-pupil basis 
so they should be running at ca¬ 
pacity In my opinion everyone 
who has primary school children 
should be able to reach a school 
without having to get into a car.” 


Figures published by the Great¬ 
er London Authority show 904 
state-funded primary school plac¬ 
es are needed in the borough by 
2019-20. Kingston Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat leader Liz Green claimed 
in 2014 that there was “no school 
place crisis” under her adminis¬ 
tration despite some schools hav¬ 
ing four times as many applica¬ 
tions as the year before. 

She said: “A lot of parents have 
always found it difficult to get 
their children into a first choice 
school in Kingston. It is the coun¬ 
cil’s responsibility to find a place 
for the pupils but they can’t tell an 
academy to accept extra pupils.” 

A council spokesman said the 
Usman children were offered 
places 1.5 miles from their home. 

A spokesman said: “Under cur¬ 
rent legislation, any new schools 
must be a Tree school’ and re¬ 
sponsibility for securing sites for 
free schools rests with the EFA. 
Achieving for Children and King¬ 
ston Council work closely with 
the EFA to ensure that we con¬ 
tinue to meet rising demand for 
school places.”

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Have your 
say on bus 
stops plan 

A KEY bus route for 
Kingston residents could be 
changed if plans to install 
more fixed bus stops for the 
K1 are approved. 

The K1 bus route runs 
between Kingston and New 
Malden rail station. 

If approved, the plans 
would replace a hail and 
ride section of the route 
in the Sunray and Egmont 
Estates, along Barnsbury 
Lane, Warren Drive South, 
Knollmead and Southwood 
Drive, with nine fixed bus 
stops - three with shelters. 

A Transport for London 
(TfL) spokesman said: 

“While hail and ride can 
be very convenient for 
some customers, fixed bus 
stops have a number of 
advantages, particularly 
better accessibility for 
older and disabled people, 
especially wheelchair users, 
and for parents with buggies 
and young children. 

“They can also help 
improve reliability on 
higher-frequency busy bus 
routes such as the Kl, which 
has grown in popularity in 
recent years.” 

After feedback from the 
consultation, the new stops 
would be built in summer or 
autumn this year. Proposals 
from TfL would see changes 
to the pavements, roads and 
grass verges, with amended 
restrictions on parking. The 
consultation closes on March

CHESSINGTON residents have spo¬ 
ken of their shock after they were 
woken by gunfire in the dead of 
night. 

Armed police swarmed into York 
Way in the early hours of Wednes¬ 
day morning after shots were fired 
through the back window of a flat. 
No one was injured. 

Three men aged 35, 33 and 19, all 
from Kingston, were arrested on 
Wednesday 

York Way resident Louise Tick- 
ner added: “I gave a statement, I saw 
people running away. I heard what 
sounded like a gunshot. When I came 
out from the balcony three guys ran 
out from the steps.” 

Detectives from the Metropolitan 
Police’s Trident gang squad have 
been assigned to investigate the 
shooting and Kingston police have 
stepped up patrols in the area. 

Kingston’s borough commander, 
Glenn Tunstall, said: “I am thankful 
that nobody has been hurt. A firearm 
being discharged in a public space is 
an extremely serious incident.” 

“I will not stand for this type of 
crime being committed within King¬ 
ston and have offered all available 
resources to support the Trident in¬ 
vestigation and reassure those that 
live nearby” 

But one neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, claimed that resi¬ 
dents had been left in the dark about 
the details of the attack. 


She said: “It was my daughter who 
heard it all. 

“I’m disappointed that I hav¬ 
en’t been told anything, they ha¬ 
ven’t come round to reassure us 
or anything.” 

The shooting is the third suspected 
gun crime in Chessington in the last 
six months. 

In late August, police were called 
to reports of shots fired at a bus stop 


in Hook Road and, in September, to 
a suspected armed robbery in North 
Parade. 

Chris Orton, 58, another York Way 
resident, said: “There was bang, 
bang, bang and then breaking glass. 

“I went into our front room, which 
overlooks York Way, and saw a black 
car shoot across towards Bransby 
Road. 

“It’s not going to stop me going 


about my normal business, I think 
it’s despicable that people won’t 
come and speak out. 

“There is an ongoing problem 
with people with drug incidents 
and police coming and going 
here. 

“Perhaps it is not unexpected but 
worrying nonetheless.” 

The three men have been bailed 
until Tuesday, April 5.

A NEW Malden car salesman 
who sold cars with tens of 
thousands of miles knocked 
off the clock and mocked 
customers who complained 
has been jailed for sixteen 
months. 

Farman Tayebi, 44, who 
owned Direct Car Sales 
branches in New Malden 
and Croydon, sold two cars 
advertised on sales website 
Auto Trader with more than 
30,000 miles taken from the 
clock after struggling to sell 
them, Kingston Crown Court 
heard. 

He also sold cars that 
would break down within 
days of being bought and 
with tyres that were “danger¬ 
ously un-roadworthy”. 

On Friday, February 12, 
Tayebi was banned from be¬ 
ing a company director for 
five years and ordered to pay 
a £200 fine. 

Passing sentence, Sarah 
Plaschkes QC said: “The 
practices you deployed were

designed to maximise your 
profits and, as I say, deny 
consumers their customer 
rights. 

“You have shown no re¬ 
morse for the offences you 
have committed.” 

Tayebi, originally from 
Iran but living in Putney, sold 
a used Peugeot RCZ that had 
been driven more than 75,000 
miles having claimed it had 
only been as far 37,000 miles 
at his New Malden branch in 
May 2013. 

The court heard how when 
approaching Tayebi, who 
would often use the false 
name of Fabian, complain¬ 


ants would be “laughed at” 
and “accused of wasting Mr 
Tayebi’s time”. 

Evidence was presented 
from eight witnesses who 
said they were all treated 
the same way with one being 
told his warranty was “just a 
piece of paper”. 

Richard Heller, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “He has almost less 
than no credibility. He simply 
doesn’t remember how many 
lies he has told.” 

The prosecution told the 
court that Tayebi’s dodgy 
dealings cost consumers in 
the region of £25,000.

tripped up fleeing suspect

THE “legend” who tripped a 
fleeing suspected drug dealer 
in Kingston town centre has 
revealed himself as a soldier 
and euphonium player in the 
band of the Scots Guards who 
was on an early Valentine’s 
Day date with his wife. 

Lance Sgt Matt Lawson 
was exposed as the mysteri¬ 
ous figure that was widely 
praised after CCTV footage 
of him sticking a leg out to 
floor a man trying to escape 
Kingston police went viral 
the weekend before last. 

Pursuing police officers 
piled in on the suspect after 
he fell flat on his face in Rich¬ 
mond Road. 

The casual “have-a-go” 
hero, who briefly turned back 
to admire his handiwork be¬ 
fore continuing on his way 
arm-in-arm with his wife, 
will receive a commendation 
from Kingston police. 

Lance Sgt Lawson said: “I 
heard a shout - ‘Stop, police’ - 
and immediately my military 
training just kicked in. 

“I saw the policemen chas¬ 
ing a guy and I thought: he’s a 
bit of a whippet, they’ll never 
catch him up. 

“The guy fell and as the po¬ 
lice grabbed him, they called 
back ‘cheers mate’ and my 
wife and I just continued on 
our way” 

He says he only looked back 
because the police shouted. 

He said: “I was just making 


sure I’d helped and I could 
hear the police shouting 
something so I looked back 
briefly. My first thought was 
this guy was being chased by 
three policemen who were 
all shouting. 

“I thought he must’ve 
done something bad. My 
wife started pulling me to 
one side so I just stuck my 
leg out.” 

The pursuing PC Brendan 
Dexter-Beek met Sgt Law- 


son at a press conference at 
the Wellington Barracks, 
by Buckingham Palace last 
Thursday. 

He said: “We run with 
an added two stone or so 
of equipment so I owe him 
thanks. I definitely would’ve 
caught up with him eventu¬ 
ally though.” 

Kingston’s borough com¬ 
mander Glenn Tunstall vis¬ 
ited central London to thank 
Lance Sgt Lawson after be¬

A CHESSINGTON couple 
have spoken of their ‘devas¬ 
tating loss’ after both their 
baby daughters died. 

Jodie McAtamney-Green¬ 
wood, 24, of Shelby Close, 
was due to give birth to her 
first daughter Serenity in 
April 2014, but the baby was 
stillborn when Mrs McAt¬ 
amney-Greenwood was 38 
weeks pregnant. 

A year-and-a-half later, 
her second daughter Trinity 
died unexpectedly at just five 
months old. Husband Mat¬ 
thew, 33, said: “My wife was 
in pretty much every week 
for scans. She seemed to kind 
of defy the odds and continue 
to grow and develop. 

“It took both her and my¬ 
self quite a while to come to 
terms with what happened.” 

Twenty weeks into her 
second pregnancy, Mrs 
McAtamney-Greenwood’s 
child was diagnosed with a 
heart defect, causing her to 
be transferred in and out of 


Kingston Hospital through¬ 
out. 

Despite this, Trinity was 
born in March 2015, but 
while the family was holi¬ 
daying in Wales she suffered 
a cardiac arrest and died at 


just five months old. 

Mrs McAtamney-Green¬ 
wood said: “When you’re 
there in a room being told 
your child is gone, that is 
all you can think about. 
Everything else just goes in 


one ear and out the other.” 

The couple, who have been 
married for two-and-a-half 
years, have since set up the 
Pink Mile charity, which 
aims to offer support to new¬ 
ly bereaved families. 

The charity also aims to 
fundraise cuddle cots for hos¬ 
pitals, a refrigerated bassinet 
which allows parents to stay 
with their baby before they 
are taken to the morgue. 

After Serenity’s death the 
couple spent two days with 
her while she was kept in one 
of the cots. 

Mr McAtamney-Green¬ 
wood added: “It was one of 
the best things we could have 
done to spend that time [with 
her]. Parents can actually 
spend time with and essen¬ 
tially have cuddles with their 
babies. 

“At the moment most 
hospitals only have one if 
they’ve been donated.” 

The charity will host a fam¬ 
ily fun day on Saturday, April 
2 at the Hook and Southbor- 
ough Parish Hall, in Hook 
Road, Chessington from 3pm 
to 7pm. Visit thepinkmile.

Care home 
will close 

A BERRYLANDS nursing 
home rated inadequate three 
times by Care Quality Com¬ 
mission inspectors is to close, 
blaming a lack of ‘quality 
nurses’. 

Park Lodge, which was put 
into special measures last 
year, is home to 15 people. 

Inspections by the CQC 
in January, April and Au¬ 
gust found medicine was not 
stored safely and residents 
were at ‘risk of malnutri¬ 
tion’. Care at the Park Road 
home, owned by CHD Living, 
costs up to £800 a week. 

A spokeswoman for Park 
Lodge said it would be ‘dis¬ 
continuing nursing care’ as 
soon as an appropriate place 
was found for residents and 
that the closure was nothing 
to do with the CQC reports. 

She said: “We have found 
it increasingly difficult to re¬ 
cruit our own team of quali¬ 
ty nurses. This has impacted 
on our ability to consistently 
meet the high standards of 
clinical care that we and our 
partner agencies expect.” 

CHD Living has submitted 
an application to operate as 
a residential care home with¬ 
out nursing facilities. 

Councillor Cathy Roberts 
said: “The council is working 
with Park Lodge, residents 
and their families to ensure 
the relocation of all residents 
is handled appropriately and 
the transition is smooth.”

MOULDY walls and ceilings in a 
council-owned flat have left one 
teenager in and out of hospital 
after damp was left to fester in 
the flat for six months. 

Lisa Bullen, 36, who lives with 
her 15-year-old daughter Katelin 
in Kingsnympton Park Estate, 
first complained to Kingston 
Council about her flat in August 
2015 after a leak from a faulty wa¬ 
ter heater from an adjoining flat 
soaked through the walls. 

As the condition of the flat 
worsened Miss Bullen claims to 
have “lost count” of the number 
of times her daughter, who is 
asthmatic, was taken to hospital 
with chest infections. 

She said: “A couple of years 
ago they came and re-did my 
daughter’s bedroom, but it’s all 
come back 20 times worse. 

“It’s not fair for my daughter 
to have to live in it. If you were 
to see this flat, it’s absolutely 
disgusting. I’ve never seen it this 
bad, it’s embarrassing when peo¬ 
ple come to see you.”

launched its Better Homes pro¬ 
gramme, a five-year initiative 
to raise the standard of the bor¬ 
ough’s council housing to above 
the government’s minimum 
standard. 

The scheme was launched af¬ 
ter the council secured £11.6 mil¬ 
lion of government funding. 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said: “A leak at this property 
was investigated and identified 
in August 2015. However it was 
discovered the problem was due 


to a faulty water heater in an ad¬ 
joining flat. 

“Despite the council’s best and 
repeated attempts to contact the 
occupants, contractors were only 
finally given access to renew the 
heater on Friday, December 18, 
2015.” 

Council workers visited the 
flat for a further assessment on 
Tuesday, February 16, where a 
full redecoration of the kitchen 
was ordered as well as minor 
works to the bathroom.

Challenging role in jail service 


THE Independent Monitoring 
Board (IMB) at HMP Wand¬ 
sworth fulfils an important com¬ 
munity and statutory function 
and is a fascinating place for peo¬ 
ple to volunteer. 

It is a challenging role, but one 
most people find rewarding and 
end up serving longer than the 
three-year term. 

I have been at Wandsworth 
since 2008, and I can safely say 
that few forms of volunteer work 
are more unusual or important. 

We have a number of vacancies 
on the board, and this is a critical 
time for us as we approach the 


end of our reporting year. 

Our primary role is to ensure 
that Home Office rules and Min¬ 
istry of Justice regulations are 
properly applied and that the 
highest standards of care and 
decency are maintained at all 
times. 

The job, which is unpaid but 
expenses are covered, is hugely 
interesting and challenging, but 
it is not for everyone. 

You need to be enthusiastic, 
open-minded, have strong com¬ 
munication skills and also have 
the ability to exercise sound, ob¬ 
jective judgement. 


The IMB at Wandsworth gets 
involved in both really small 
things such as locating prison¬ 
ers’ missing property and some 
pretty big things like being a ma¬ 
jor influencer on changes within 
prisons. 

Other bigger issues involve 
prisoners being bullied, debt, 
with visits and healthcare is¬ 
sues. 

Every week we also carry out 
rota visits where members will 
be given a list of locations in the 
prison to visit and check. 

The idea is that over a couple 
of months or so, every part of 


the prison has had the once over 
and it is being managed effec¬ 
tively and appropriately 
You do not need any special 
qualifications or experience as 
we will provide all the necessary 
training and support. 

The task typically takes up 
something in the region of five 
half days a month, but it can be 
more, or even less.

David Haye talks to JIM PALMER about his return to the ring ahead of his next big fight at the 02 in May. 


Change is as good as a rest, or so the 
saying goes. David Haye has had 
plenty of both in recent times and it 
has made him hungry to retrieve his 
world championships. 

Prior to his return at The 02 last 
month, where he knocked out 
number 10 ranked heavyweight 
Mark de Mori inside two minutes, the 
former undisputed cruiserweight 
and WBA heavyweight world 
champion had not been in the ring 
for more than two years. 

His seemingly forced retirement 
came at the end of a string of 


injuries - a broken toe held him back 
in his title loss to Wladimir Klitschko, 
cuts put paid to fights with Manuel 
Charr and Tyson Fury while shoulder 
surgery appeared to be curtains. 

But 27 months later, Haye is 
healed and ready to pursue his 
dream of becoming champion again 
with another bout against an as-yet- 
unnamed opponent at The 02 on 
May 21. 

In the meantime, much has 
changed for Haye, including a new 
trainer in south west London-based 
Shane McGuigan. 


Speaking from his immaculate 
gym, Haye told us McGuigan's 
methods are helping to keep him 
injury free. He told us: "This time 
around we trained completely dif¬ 
ferently and I can feel the benefits. 

"I'm not doing any kamikaze 
training now. I'm making sure every¬ 
thing is specific and safe." 

For his last fight, Haye - who was 
always a light for a heavyweight - 
tipped the scales at 16st 3lb, 
deliberately his heaviest yet. Bulking 
up and packing on more muscle is 
all the more impressive considering 


Haye went vegan during his lay-off. 

Haye said: "I saw some documen¬ 
taries about how cows and chickens 
and pigs are harvested and I looked 
into the benefits of a vegan diet and 
I heard a lot of athletes who have 
seen the benefit of it. 

"I thought I would try it for myself. 
Plus, I wanted to heal from my 
shoulder surgery and apparently 
that's the best way for the body to 
heal. All the stuff is organic as well." 

There are also other health 
benefits Haye has found through 
veganism. He said: "I used to have 


eczema on my legs but since I 
changed my diet, the eczema is 
completely gone and my skin has 
got clearer. I get nowhere near as 
many spots as I used to." 

While much as changed in David 
Haye's world, the sport is also in a 
different place. The Klitschkos' iron 
grip on the titles has been broken 
with Tyson Fury, Deontay Wilder and 
Charles Martin wearing the belts 
and prospects such as Anthony 
Joshua are making a name for them¬ 
selves. That leaves the 35-year-old 
Haye with no easy route back but he 


is determined to get there. 

He said: "I really want to unify the 
titles. Once I've done that I can 
retire. At long last. I was supposed to 
retire when I was 30." 

For Haye, the path to a title shot is 
not straightforward and the former 
champ knows he only has a finite 
period. He said: "I've got two or three 
years to get it done. If I can't do it, it 
ain't happening."

So when asked why he felt 
that they need a classical 
rework, he said: "Hearing 
them for the first time was 
quite fascinating because 
they spoke the language of 
the people. 

"There is an immediacy 
about Beatles songs and

HELP TO BUY SCHEME EXPLAINED 



The London Help To Buy scheme is 
now live and applications are 
being accepted for buyers to 
request for equity loans of up to 
40 per cent. 

The scheme could make it possi¬ 
ble for aspiring home buyers to 
get a foot on the London housing 
ladder. So, how will the London 
Help to Buy scheme work, who is 
eligible, and what will it mean for 
the capital? 

THE SCHEME IN A NUTSHELL: 

- The scheme is only available to 
those looking to buy a new build 
property in London. 

- It will provide buyers who have 
managed to raise a five per cent 
deposit with a loan of up to 40 per 
cent of the value of the home, 
interest-free for five years. 

- This means that buyers will 
need a 55 per cent mortgage to 
make up the rest. 

THE MAIN POINTS: 

- It applies to new homes worth up 
to £600,000 in any of the London 
boroughs and the City of London. 

- There is no age limit imposed on 
applicants 


- You must be eligible for a mort¬ 
gage to qualify for the scheme and 
your mortgage must be for at least 
25 per cent of the property's value. 

- It is only open to UK residents liv¬ 
ing in the UK. 

- It is administered and applied for 
via your mortgage lender 

You must repay the loan after 25 
years or when you sell your home. 

- When the five years' interest-free 
period expires you will pay 1.75 
per cent annual interest on the 
loan in addition to RPI (Retail Price 
Index) Inflation plus one per cent. 
HOW IT WORKS: 

- Buyers who are eligible for the 
scheme can borrow up to 40 
per cent of the value of the 
new build home that they are 
looking to buy. However, they are 
not obliged to take the full 40 per 
cent if they don't want to. 

Indeed, Help To Buy can be 
used even when people have 
managed to raise more than 
five per cent of the deposit 
themselves as well. 

For the first five years, the loan 
from the government is interest- 


free - although a management fee 
of £1 a month will be applicable 
from the date of purchase. 

Once this five-year interest-free 
period comes to an end, borrowers 
will be charged a fee of 1.75 per 
cent on the loan's value. This fee 
will increase annually at one per 
cent above inflation. 

Borrowers need to be aware 
that these fees only count towards 
the repayment of the Government 
loan, and come on top of 
mortgage repayments. 

The equity loan is for a maxi¬ 
mum of 25 years, or must be paid 
back in full when the home is sold 
or the mortgage redeemed - 
whichever term is the shorter of 
the two. 

THE IMPACT 

The new scheme is likely to make a 
huge difference to those living and 
working in the UK capital, lowering 
the barriers of entry into the hous¬ 
ing market for many. Talking to the 
BBC, Adrian Anderson of property 
finance specialists Anderson 
Harris, said: "Take the example of a 
one-bed flat in Camberwell on the 


market at £360,000," he said. "A 
5per cent deposit works out at 
£18,000, but without Help to Buy 
you then need to raise a mortgage 
for the remainder, which requires 
earnings of circa £85,000, pricing 
out many buyers. 

"Under London Help to Buy, a 
40pc interest-free loan would be 
available, leaving you with a 
mortgage of just £198,000 to raise. 
This could be done with an income 
of £50,000, which is much more 
achievable in the capital." 

Indeed, data from Halifax 
showed the average first-time 
buyer in London spent £367,990 in 
2015, while the average deposit 
was £91,409. To spend the same 
amount with a 40 per cent loan 
the same buyer would need a 
deposit of just£18,399. 

FINAL WORD 

If you're a struggling first-time 
buyer trying to scrape together a 
deposit in London, then the Help 
To Buy Scheme could be exactly 
what you're looking for to get on 
the property ladder.

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Sophisticated 
looks aren't this segment's strong 
point, but there's definitely a bit of 
Porsche Cayenne in the Sportage if 
it's dark and you squint. Overall, it's 
a good-looking car, though brown 
and gold colours give it a slightly 
reptilian edge. 

Inside, the Sportage feels more 
old-fashioned. Hard plastics and 
very conventional design make 
the model feel unremarkable to 
occupants. Everything feels 
rugged but less exotic than the 
much-improved exterior. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 
Sportage is roomy, robust and 
flexible - more so than some 


competitors - and it feels built to 
withstand the realities of family 
life. 

The back seats are comfy enough 
for a couple of large adults to travel 
in comfort and the huge flat- 
bottomed 491-litre boot would 
accommodate everyone's clobber 
with ease. 

The Sportage offers more than 
a suggestion of off-road 
performance. Four-wheel-drive 


adds real practicality to this SUV, 
especially with the button that 
splits torque equally between the 
front and rear wheels. 

This 'lock mode', reminiscent of 
manual diff locks on much older 
cars, is effective at speeds of up 
to 25mph. Useful when everyone 
else at the party is playing muddy 
dodgems in their front-wheel- 
drive SUVs. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: It even 


drives nicely. The 1.7-litre diesel 
feels like it has much more power 
than it really does, and the manual 
gearbox can be fun when you ask it 
to. Body roll is nicely contained and 
the ride is fine with all but the very 
largest alloys. 

The seven-speed dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox is too fluffy to 
express any real sense of urgency 
when pulling out at junctions. This 
is true of the 2.0-litre diesel, too, 


even in the pricey top-spec First 
Edition model. It manages the car's 
torque well at low speeds, though, 
and is at least quite quiet. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: In fact, the 
pricing makes this a curious model. 
The car starts at around £18,000, 
which will buy you a very basic - 
but still perfectly adequate - SUV. 
At the other end of the scale, the 
£33,000 'First Edition 1 has all the 
bells and whistles (including the 


underwhelming auto 'box) but com¬ 
petes with badges like Land Rover 
and Audi. The 'best' Sportage is 
probably the manual 1.7-litre diesel 
in KX-4 trim, but at around £30,000 
many will head in the direction of a 
premium competitor. 

In short, the mid-range Sportages 
are excellent value, while at the top 
and bottom ends of the pricing 
structure, buyers are starting to 
make compromises.

WHEN Surrey County 
Cricket were hunting for a 
new training ground for the 
club’s rising stars, director 
of cricket Alec Stewart kept 
things close to home. 

The Oval-based County 
Championship Division One 
new boys agreed a deal last 
week that will see them use 
the London School of Eco¬ 
nomics sports ground in New 
Malden as a key practice fa¬ 
cility for teams throughout 
the club. 

The new partnership has 
seen significant investment 
in the ground, which will 
become a first-class training 
ground for the profession¬ 
al squad, academy and age 
group players from 2017. 

Three Second XI Trophy 
and Championship fixtures - 
against Essex (June 30), Kent 
(July 18-20) and Sussex (Au¬ 
gust 3-5) - had already been 
confirmed to be played at the 
ground earlier this year.

Former Tiffin School stu¬ 
dent Stewart, who learned 
his trade at Malden Wander¬ 
ers, hopes the new ground 
will be like a home away from 
home for his Surrey stars. 


He said: “When I became 
director of cricket, one of 
my key targets was to find a 
suitable venue away from the 
Oval which we could operate 
as a training and playing fa¬ 
cility. 

“Having grown up in the 
area, I’ve known this ground 
for many years and am grate¬ 
ful to the club for investing 
in the ground to allow us to 
continue the development 
and progress of our players 
at all levels. 

“In an enclosed area, we 
have had 20 net pitches laid 
using the same specification 
as the main square at The 
Oval. 

“There are also two 
squares for match usage, 
which will be available for all 
Surrey teams. It is a signifi¬ 
cant coup for the club to have 
agreed this partnership with 
the LSE.” 

Surrey’s head grounds¬ 
man Lee Fortis added: “This 
is an existing high quality fa¬ 
cility, which has seen signifi¬ 
cant investment to bring it to 
first-class level.
